Her reconstructed face, neck and hacked- 
off right arm and tongue are testimonies to the 
great evils faced by many civilians. She told a 
crowd last week during the Malcolm X birth- 
day celebration at the Robert Treat Hotel in 
Newark.

The Malcolm X Commemoration Coali- 
tion celebration drew hundreds of people, 
marking the 69th birthday of Malcolm X, 
Hajj Malik El Shabazz, on May 19. 

Invited guest speakers Dr. Betty Shabazz, 
Malcolm X’s widow, Dr. John Heinrick 
Clarke, historian; and Gil Noble, producer of 
Like It is, joined the celebration at the Robert 
Treat Hotel In Newark. 

Shabazz said she was delighted that so 
many people were celebrating the birthday of 
herslain husband “I would like peopleto take 
May 19.as Malcolm X day. Whatare we going 
to do? We are going to pray, meditate, and 
reflect on ourselves because we have lost our 
souls.” 

Mrs. Shabazz stated that Malcolm was a 
self-educated man who taught himself in 
prison. “The best thing he did was go to 
prison. When he came out of prison Elijah 
Muhammad did not teach him, he had read 
every volume in that library front to back.” 

She told the audience that they should not 
sit around and waste their lives. “Show the 
world what you can do because your advan- 
tages, and your opportunity were far better 
than Malcolm’s. You don’t need a teacher or 
a tutor, you can do it yourself like he did.” 

Dr. Clarke, apersonal friend of Malcom’s 
was the keynote speaker. He stated he did not 
come to the commencement to participate In 
a popularity contest. 

He explained that if Malcolm’s message 
was heard the first time African people would 
not be bamboozled by lies, and stated that the 
election in South Africa was a charade. “You 
get enthusiastic and I get bored,” he said 

According to Clarke, Nelson Mandela, 
President of South Africa, only has ceremoni- 
al powers.

The lie about black males 


Some black males commit some of the crime in America. Most black 
males are dedicated, law-abiding citizens. Most black Americans are as 
fearful of this crime-producing segment of the black population, as are 
white Americans. 

Most of the crimes committed in this country, by-and-large,and is 
committed by white males; not black males. Yet, blacks as well as whites 
believe the lie that black males commit most of the crime. And it is this lie 
that is being used to justify the eventual hiring of 100,000 new police 
officers. It is this lie that will cause many thousands of innocent black males 
to be harassed, brutalized and arrested by white police officers. It is this lie 
that will give many innocent black males undeserved police records that 
will ruin their lives. 

After America has imprisoned much of the black male population, 
crime will continue, basically unaffected. The millionaire drug dealers are 
white. They never sell drugs on the corner, so they are essentially ignored 
The white males who sell drugs on the streets are basically ignored by 
police. Black males, unfortunately and untruthfully, are blamed by whites 
land many blacks, for everything that is wrong with America. When 
President Clinton signed the $23 billion anti-crime bill, recently, he was 
lacknowledging his support of this lie about black males. He was saying to 
white Americans, in effect, “O.K. now go out and arrest those black males 
and... don’t forget to vote for me in 1996.” 

Twenty years ago, America had a grand opportunity to indoctrinate 
young black males into a conservative, non-confrontational philosophy. 
After all, these are the children of parents who had fought the system when 
blacks were typically and blatantly discriminated against. These black 
males were, for the most part, too young to understand the ugly discrimi- 
nation that their parents were experiencing. They could have grown into 
adulthood without an angry bone in their body 

However, the politicians across the country decided to “keep blacks in 
their place” by enforcingracism. This behavior meant that police could stop 
blacks on the street (especially black males), push them around (even when 
they were not violating a law), slam black males against police cars and frisk 
them (even when they were with their female companion and were 
obviously abiding by the law), beat black males up whenever they protested 
being stopped and frisked for no legitimate reason, and create the false 
impression that most black males were criminals or potential criminals. 

Young black males began to get the idea that they were a “select target.” 
They saw that while they were being pushed around, white males were left 
alone. They began to say to each other, “So this is how bad it was for our 
parents. This is a taste of how our parents were abused. We can’t take this 
abuse without doing anything about it, so let’ s join together and fight back.” 

In reality, White America radicalized young black males and, frankly, 
turned them against America. The only way that America can now handle 
the problem that they created is to imprison black males. 

Even though most black males were aware of police brutality and 
injustice of the legal system, it was the rap groups that led the way to| 
publicizing the problem and raising it as an issue in America. Rap artists 
are the new leaders who are replacing a decadent black philosophy that 
allowed things to go unchanged with a new philosophy of anger and the 
elements of social revolution. Most rap artists don’t support the abuse and)

Lattimore served as Mayor from 
1981 to 1982 and was Assistant su 
perintendent of schools from 1974 to 
1982, as well as pastor of the rose of 
Sharon Congregational Church 
Lattimore represented the City on the 
Union County Board of chosen Free- 
holders from 1970 to 1979.

Nixon and Farrakhan: 
Pariahs in contrast

On Friday, April 22, the ABC 
news program, 20/20, aired excerpts 
of an interview between the pro- 
gram’s co-anchor, Barbara Walters, 
and Nation of Islam leader, Minister 
Louis Farrakhan. 

The meeting proved to be more 
ofaconfrontation than a dialogue, as 
Walters, in particular, soughtto make 
Farrakhan recant that she 


Even Walters, who had pursued 
Nixon as doggedly as any of her 
colleagues during the Watergate 
years, was mellow in her remem- 
brances. To be sure, many of the kind 
reflections were spawned, at least in 
part, by a desire to put the best possi- 
ble spin on an admittedly contradic- 
tory life. 

As former White House counsel 
John Dean writes in his book, Blind 
Ambition, Nixon had a Jekyll/Hyde 


and others have found offensive. Vis- 
ibly angry over derogatory remarks 
leveled in recent years at Jews and 
other groups, Walters —herself a 
Jew —pressed the Muslim leader to 
disavow statements attributed to him 
and his fiery young protege, Khallid 
Abdul Muhammad. 

For his part, Farrakhan proved 
difficult to pin down. A veteran at 
fending off the verbal jousts of re- 
porters, heskillfully parried Walters” 
accusations by testing her knowl- 
edge of Jewish bigotry against blacks. 
Inso doing, he attempted toplace the 
offending remarks within the con- 
text of black suffering, thus making 
them appear understandable if not 
justified. 

It was at this point in the 
broadcast—a moment of high dra- 
ma, indeed—that the program was 
interrupted by the news of Richard 
Nixon’s death. As tributes poured in 
from around the country, including 
those from President Clinton, former 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
and several of the journalists who 
had covered Nixon over the years, it 
was clear that the former president’s

sessing divergent personality traits 
known among subordinates as “high- 
er Nixon” and, “lower Nixon.” 

On the one hand, there was the 
foreign policy genius who, through 
detente (that is, a relaxation of ten- 
sions), opened the door to normal 
relations between the U.S. and its 
communist counterparts in the Sovi- 
et Union and China.

Worrying renders you 
mentally powerless

Worry is destructive thought en- 
ergy. Worry is a projection of your 
focus orconsciousness into sometime 
inthe future. Since your only point of 
poweris in the present, worry renders 
you mentally powerless. 

Eliminate worry by refocusing 
your thoughts on the present. Since 
worry is nothing more than a combi- 
nation of negative thoughts, the 
amount of time you spend worrying 
and the purpose of that worry can be 
brought under total control. 

Worry is crippling because it 
projects your mind into an imagined 
negative future, which incapacitates 
you and renders you ineffective in the 
present. 

In addition, because of the power 
of your mind to bring into your life 
whatever you visualize, constant wor- 
rying only increases your chances of 
creating the very experiences you seek 


to avoid. 

Worry is what I call a default 
mental process, meaning that you 
don’t have to consciously do a thing 
to make worry happen. It will hap- 
pen by default. On the other hand, to 
make worry go away and to getoutof 
the habit of worrying, you must con- 
sciously take action. 

Toeliminate worry, refocus your 
attention on something in the present 
moment. Any time you find yourself 
in worry mode, no matter what the 
subject or object of that worry, you 
can use this strategy to get rid of the 
worry. 

Clear your mind of the worry 
thoughts by thinking about some- 
thing else something positive going 
on right now. Your mind cannot 
hold both a positive and negative 
thought at the same time. By focus- 
ing on something positive in the 
present there is no room left in your 
mind for worry or any other negativ- 
ity.
